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DECLARATION UNDER 37 CFR 1.132 



I, Gene A. Bornzin, declare that: 

1 ) lam one of the named co-inventors of the above-Identified patent 
application, which was filed on September 4, 2003. 

2) I had built and tested a lead with a passive electrode configuration including 
a tip electrode serving as the cathode electrode. The lead had two, Independently 
selectable ring electrodes to alternately sen/e as the anode electrode: one was spaced 1 .0 
millimeter from the tip electrode (the "test configuration") and the other was spaced 10 
millimeters from the tip electrode (the "standard configuration"). I tested the lead in the 
right ventricle of a canine. 

3) When using the standard configuration, the T-wave amplitude following 
paced ventricular events averaged approximately 3.1 mV, and for the test configuration 
the T-wave amplitude following paced ventricular events averaged approximately 2.8 mV 
(Exhibit A).
